WITNESS MONUMENT TIES 


All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark at the root crown 
(less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' 
above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from the monument to the mag nail.

Witness B S 82d E 123.0' Mag nail and washer set 0.25' above grade on the north side of an 11" power line pole.

Monument is +/- 182’ northwest from W Third St.’s intersection with Walker St and offset monument Per_GO1. MCSO was unable to 


locate Per_G0O1. BIm_G25 is also located towards the east side of Southern Knoll Apartments. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 

The MCSO found the monument in good shape and firmly in place but witnessed car tires impacting it. MCSO packed asphalt under 
the plate to protect future buckling and preventing the brass spike from obtaining any torque and weakening its hold within the road. 
Geodetic controls were captured for the monument, along with the grave marker (#103004) and the cut “X” on the manhole rim 
(#103002). The cut “X” on the manhole rim was retraced for clarity and perpetuity. Two new witnesses were set. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 


On October 7, 1959, John G. Sanford set an iron pipe as per a survey by Stephen Ramsey, Seminary 179 (1992), on file at the 
Surveyor’s Office as RSID004810. On January 21, 1998, Monroe County Surveyor, Kevin Enright, found the crimped iron pipe 
painted orange 7” below the blacktop surface. Mr. Enright set a brass spike and plate and it was approved by the Surveyor Review 
Board sometime after that. Subsequently, at an undetermined time, Monroe County Surveyor, Steven V. Farkas, witnessed the brass 
spike and plate as well. References on File: Jacob E. Fitzsimmons survey, Location Route Control Survey for B-Line Trail Extension 
& Multi-Use Path (2020), on file at the Recorder's Office as 2020006009.IN and a Todd M. Borgman survey (2020), Boundary 
Survey for 231 S. Adams St, on file at the Recorder’s Office as 2020013959.IN. Historic research has not yet been performed to 


prove the validity of this monument.
